A meeting of the board of director* 


of the T. M. C. A., continued from 
'ast week, is scheduled for I o'clock 
this afternoon In the board room at 
the association building, with Chair- 
man CarrlnRton presiding. 
As 
ha* 
been made known, th* real and, in- 
deed, the sole purpose, of the meeting 
Is to resume considtratlon of plans 
now bcin gshaped up for th* enlarge- 
ment /of th« building reared in" 1907 
and which has long since been out- 
grown by the expansion of th* work 
and the variation of 1U activities. In 
a general way, the director* have al- 
ready signified their approval of th* 
plans lor .the substantial *nlargenunt 
of the as«ociation plant. 
With defi- 
nite ' determination reached to carry 
out the tentative enlargement plans 
now favored, the fiscal phase of the 
proposition will then be to thn fore. 
It may require fifty or sixty thousand 
dollars under present building cyst 
conditions to carry out th* idea* in 
contemplation, and the matter of fi- 
nancing the-project will be one of first 
importance. 


Among other projected 
Interior 
changes in the present building, along 
with its extension to the rear, Is the 
elimination of the 
association hall 
auditorium, formerly in frequent de- 
mand for entertainments and gather- 
ings of various kinds. It i* now pro- 
posed to convert the large area al- 
most idle In the auditorium into dor- 
mitories, to which that section of the 
building readily, lends itself. 
With 


this Increase in dormitory accommo-

The good yields and high selling 


price of cotton in 1923 have greatly 
•tlmulated interest in cotton produc- 
tion in Virginia 
In view of thie fact, 


the Extension Division of the Vir- 
ginia Polytechnic Institute has uved 
foresight }n preparing to publish a 
bulletin entitled "Cotton in Virginia." 


The,Bulletin has been prepared by 


Professor G W/ Patterson, Jr., and 
Professor Patterson has Included all 
the necessary steps in the production 
of cotton. 
The 
material has 
been 


presented in such a way as to be very 
understandable and is specially.suited 
for those" farmers who are contemplat- 
ing growing cotton for the" first time 
Professor Patterson has had the as- 
sistance of Mr. E. T. Batten, superin- 
tendent of the Holland Agricultural 
Experiment Station, in Nansemond 
county. Mr. Batten has been carrj- 
ing on cotton experiments in Xansp- 
mond- county since 1914 
In view of 


the fact that both Professor Patter- 
eon and Mr Batten know Virginia 
conditions so well, the 
Information 


which has been included in -the bul- 
letin is of special value to farmers in 
Virginia and the material is especial- 
ly applicable to Virginia~cpndltions 


After discussing thoroughly all the 
eteps in cotton production. Professor 
Patterson gives certain recommenda- 
tions for cotton production in Vir- 
ginia - Professor Patterson states, "If 
the farmer is to make a success of 
cotton profcuction in Virginia, the 
following facts must he kept thor- 
oughly in mind and the farmer must 
attempt to produce the cotton crop 
to meet the following essentials of 
production:

who were ordered held following the 
collection of sums of money totalling 
more than $100 by sleight of hand 
tricks. 
The following narrative of 


the means by which tho arrest of the 
band was brought about and the un- 
usual spectacle which, it presented is 
given by one who was present: 
B. R. Powell, of Gretna was called 


over telephone by Commonwealth At- 
torney P. J. Hundley about 1:45 p m. 
and requested to stop and arrest the 
wanderers who were traveling north 
via speedy motor cars. 
He hesitated 


to take this- «tep without official co- 
operation and dispatched a messeng- 
er to Judge G. H. Franklin, repres- 
entative of the Commonwealth The 
.messenger returned and advised that 
Judge Franklin -was, so engaged that 
he could not give his immediate at- 
tention to the call- Meanwhile anoth- 
er message was received from Mr. 
Hundley asking that the arrest are 
made at all hazards. 
A messenger 
was then sent for Mayor D. B. Webb, 
with a. request for his co-operation 
but before he could complete his 
preparations a third call was receiv- 
ed urging action without delay. In- 
telligence was received that the per- 
sons -wanted had driven into town 
and with only a brief stop were leav- 
ing.

would go no higher than 37% per 
cent, on the surtax and a 25 per cent 
in normal rates.

monia season. Between this time and 
June 1, pneumonia and its-near rela- 
tives will destroy more than 100,000 
people in the United States 
They 


will kill several times as many as died 
in our army from wounds and all 
other causes combined during the 
nearly two years that we were en- 
gaged in the world war 
By "pneumonia^ and its near rela- 
tives" is meant: Ordinary pneumonia, 
brancho pneumonia, lung fever, bron- 
chitis, capillary bronchitis, and influ- 
enza 
Close scientific study 
show* 
that there are several kinds of infec- 
tion ol the lungs and bronchial tube*}1 
but in the sense the people use these 
termsT all these diseases are the same 
—that is, in ordinary times. 
o 


The United States census office re- 


ports that in 1922 pneumonia, bron- 
chitis, and influenza killed 133.1S1 
people in the registration area. The 
number killed in the entire country 
went well over 150.000. Of each 100.- 
000 people, 142.9 died from this group 
of infections. 
About one-eighth of 


all the deaths, 12.1 per cent-, from 
all causes were due to pneumonia and 
Its near relatives. 
No other group of diseased, except 
heart disease, surpassed this bad re- 
cord. Tuberculosis, which a few years 
ago ranked over all other diseases was 
a poor third, beating out. by a neck, 
Bright'* disease, which was fourth, 
and concer and apoplexy, which also 
crowded close up Furthermore, when 
the record for 1923 become* available, 
pneumonia will be found to - have 
made even a worse *howing. In the 
first fifteen week* of 1928 the people 
in American cities suffered fearfully 
from pneumonia. 
In that time the citie* having pneu- 


monia rate* of which they can he 
proud are: Seattle. Spokaa*. Tacoma, 
Minneapolis; Salt Lake, San Antonio, 
San Franctoco, and Ix>s Angeles.

when theyA'sAVitSat?cadets__at the In-. 
stitution--are "held to a stricter ac- 
countabnity"scholastically than exists 
generally among seats of learning. 


But how about this paragraph? "It 


may be of interest to note -that tlio 
first intimation the authorities at th'e 
military academy has concerning the 
"flo,w of football stars" to West Point 
cam-e to them through the public 
press in a number of articles all of 
which emanated from Annapolis." 


A point might be made here as to
